OBJECTS. 

The  Agency  was  incorporated  for  the  following  purposes: 
(a)  To  transact  the  business  of  a  Mercantile  Agency;  (&)  To 
collect  and  furnish  information  to  wholesale  merchants, 
manufacturers,  and  others,  as  to  the  financial  standing  of  their 
customers;  (c)  To  collect  interests,  rents,  dividends,  mort- 
gages, debentures,  and  other  obligations  of  indebtedness;  ($)  To 
act  as  assionees  for  insolvent  debtors,  firms,  merchants, 
traders  and  corporations,  and  for  the  winding  up  of  insolvent 
debtors'  estates  and  to  act  as  liquidators  in  same;  (e)  To  act 
as  Managing  Agent  of  estates  and  properties. 

The  Head  Office  of  the  Agency  is  in  the  City  of  Toronto 
m  the  Province  of  Ontario.

COMMERCIAL,  LAWS. 

The  following  is  a  compendium  of  the  Commercial  Laws 
this  Province.  If  any  further  and  more  complete  information 
is  desired,  the  Agency  will  be  pleased  to  furnish  same  free 
to  its  Subscribers,  on  application  to  the  Head  Office,  as  the 
Agency  has  secured  the  services  of  Solicitors  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

LAWS  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

Affidavits. — For  use  in  the  Province  may  be  taken  before 
a  notary  public  or  a  commissioner  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose. 
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Arrest.— Iii  civil  proceedings  if  the  parties  are  about  to 
leave  the  Province,  when  the  debt  exceeds  $100.00. 

Assignments  may  be  made  by  a  debtor  for  the  purpose 
of  ratably  and  proportionately  paying  his  debts  without  pre- 
ference or  priority.    Preferential  assignments  are  voidable. 

Chattel  Mortgage  can  be  given  upon  all  the  debtor's 
goods  to  secure  money  advanced,  or  endorser  of  note,  or  exist- 
ing loan  or  debt,  but  must  be  registered  within  twenty-one 
days,  or  otherwise  it  becomes  void  as  against  third  parties; 
must  be  renewed  every  five  years. 

Commercial  Paper. — Promissory  notes  and  bills  of  ex- 
change are  negotiable,  and  are  subject  to  the  right  of  set 
off  between  the  parties,  but  not  in  the  hands  of  third  parties, 
unless  received  by  them  after  they  become  due;  must  be  duly 
protested  when  due,  or  endorser  is  free. 

Commercial  Travellers  require  no  licenses. 

Dower. — Husband  has  the  right,  to  dispose,  during  his 
life  time,  or  by  his  will,  of  any  real  estate  he  may  own,  with- 
out the  consent  of  his  wife,  but  if  he  dies  leaving  real  estate 
undisposed  of,  wife  is  entitled  to  dower. 

Execution  can  be  issued  after  judgment.  Sheriff  may  sell 
five  days  after  levy.  Lands  can  be  sold  when,  judgment  over 
$100,  and  fi.  fa.  goods  returned  N.B. 

Exemptions. — Personal  property  is  exempt  to  the  extent 
of  $500.00;  land,  when  registered  as  a  homestead,  is  exempt 
to  the  value  of  $2,500.00. 

Garnishment. — -In  Supreme  Court  wages  or  amount  due 
to  the  debtor  cannot  be  garnished  until  after  judgment.  In 
County  Court  wrages  cannot  be  garnished  unless  over  $40.00, 
and  only  in  excess  of  $40.00,  except  for  board  and  'lodging. 
Summons  to  garnish  may  issue  before  judgment. 

Interest. — Six  per  cent,  is  the  legal  rate  where  no  agree- 
ment exists. 

Judgments  bind  lands  from  time  of  registration;  must 
be  renewed  every  three  years. 

Licenses  are  fixed  and  granted  by  local  municipalities 
for  traders,  peddlers,  and  almost  every  occupation. 

Limitation  of  Actions. — Action  on  a  simple  contract  must 
be  commenced  within  six  years  from  time  the  debt  falls  due. 
or  last  payment  made.  On  sealed  contracts  within  twenty 
years. 

Married  Women  may  trade,  hold  property,  and  gener- 
ally act  as  if  she  were  "  feme-sole." 

Replevin. — Any  goods  or  chattels  wrongfully  distrained 
or  taken  can  be  replevied  by  order  of  the  Judge. 


BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 
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Statute  of  Frauds.— Interest  in  lands  can  be  created  by 
writing  only,  except  in  leases  not  exceeding  three  years.  No 
action  can  be  brought  to  charge  an  executor  or  defendant 
to  answer  for  the  debt,  default  or  miscarriage  of  another,, 
unless  something  in  writing.  No  contract  for  sale  of  goods; 
worth  $40.00  or  upwards,  good,  unless  in  writing,  except 
there  be  partial  delivery  or  part  payment.

LAWS  OF  MANITOBA. 

Assignments, — (See  Insolvent  laws). 

Attachments. — An  order  for  attachment  may  be  obtained 
in  case  of  a  resident  debtor  who  departs  with  intent  to  de- 
fraud his  creditors,  or  those  having  just  cause  of  action 
against  him,  or  to  avoid  being  arrested  or  served  with  pro- 
cess, or  who  keeps  himself  concealed  in  the  province  with  a 
like  intent,  or  in  case  of  a  non-resident  debtor  when  he  is 
legally  liable  to  a  resident  creditor  on  a  contract  or  obligation 
to  be  performed  in  the  province,  or  liable  to  be  compensated 
for  in  damages,  or  when  a  debtor,  whether  a  resident  or  non- 
resident, is  about  to  transfer  or  remove  any  of  his  property 
from  the  province,  or  has  already  done  so,  with  intent  to  de- 
lay or  defraud  his  creditors,  or  those  having  just  cause  of 
action  against  him. 

Bills  of  Sale  and  Chattel  Mortgages.— Sales  and 
mortgages  of  personal  property  not  accompanied  by  an  im- 
mediate delivery,  and  followed  by  an  actual  and  continued 
change  of  possession,  are  absolutely  void  as  against  creditors 
and  subsequent  purchasers  in  good  faith  for  value  without

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actual  notice,  unless  bill  of  sale  or  mortgage  be  filed  with 
clerk  of  the  County  Court  in  the  judicial  division  where  the 
goods  and  chattels  are  situated,  with  proper  affidavits  of 
execution  and  bona  fides.  Mortgages  must  be  renewed  within 
thirty  days  proceeding  the  expiration,  of  two  years. 

Commercial  Travellers  require  no  licenses. 

Distress. — The  mortgagee  can  only  distrain  mortgagor's 
goods.  A  landlord  can  only  distrain  as  against  a  tenant  for 
three  months  arrears  if  rent  is  payable  quarterly  or  more 
frequently,  or  for  one  year's  arrears  when  rent  is  payable 
less  frequently  than  quarterly. 

Executions. — No  execution  against  lands.  Certificates  of 
judgments  can  be  obtained  and  registered.  Writs  of  execu- 
tion against  goods  can  be  issued  after  judgment,  binding 
the  goods  as  soon  as  placed  in  the  sheriff's  hands.  No  priority 
in  respect  of  writs.  The  sheriff  gives  notice  of  having  made 
the  money  in  the  Gazette,  and  after  three  months  proceeds 
to  distribute  ratably  amongst  those  having  executions  in  his 
hands. 

Exemptions. — (a)  Household  effects,  clothing,  books  of 
professional  men,  certain  other  books,  necessary  food  for 
family  for  thirty  days,  three  horses,  mules  or  oxen,  six  cows, 
ten  sheep  and  fowl,  and  food  for  eleven  months,  necessary 
tools  and  agricultural  implements  to  the  value  of  $500..0O, 
160  acres  of  land  actually  in  use,  seeds  and  roots  for  seeding 
for  cultivation  of  eighty  acres,  actual  residence  or  home  of 
any  person  other  than  a  farmer,  of  $1,500.00.  No  contract  or 
bargain  whether  under  seal  or  otherwise  can  deprive  a  man 
of  his  right  to  exemption. 

Garnishment. — Money  may  be  garnished  on  ex  parti  ap- 
plication upon  affidavit  that  the  account  is  correct  and  due 
and  Giving,  and  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  third 
party  is  liable  to  the  defendant,  and  an  order  may  be  made 
that  all  debts  shall  be  attached.  An  order  may  be  issued  im- 
mediately after  the  commencement  of  the  Action. 

Insolvent  Laws. — A  debtor  can  make  a  voluntary  assign- 
ment to  the  trustee  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors.  The 
majority  of  creditors  can  compel  a  transfer  of  an  assignment 
to  an  official  assignee. 

Interest. — Six  per  cent,  where  no  special  agreement  is 
made. 

Limitation  of  Actions. — Actions  mast  be  brought  with- 
in six  years  on  an  open  account,  promissory  note,  simple  con- 
tract, etc.  Within  ten  years,  on  mortgages,  bonds  or  other 
documents  that  are  sealed,  or  within  a  like  time  in  either 
case  from  last  payment  on  account  or  acknowledgment,  in 
writing. 
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Married  Women  may  hold  and  enjoy*  property  free 
from  the  debts  and  control  of  their  husbands  as  fully  as  if  un- 
married. There  is  no  dower,  but  the  wife  takes  the  mi H" 
interest  in  the  land  of  her  deceased  husband  as  ft  it.  w<  re  her 
personal  property. 

Notes  and  Bills  must  be  duly  protested,  and  notice 
thereof  sent  to  endorser  to  hold  him  liable. 

Replevin  may  be  issued  upon  an  affidavit  showing  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  court  or  judge  the  fact  of  a  wrongful  tak- 
ing or  detention  of  property,  and  that  the  person  claiming  is 
the  owner  thereof,  or  where  it  is  shown  that  the  property  has 
been  wrongfully  taken  under  color  of  distress,  etc.

LAWS  OF  NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

Arrest. — Where  a  claim  is  for  a  liquidated  amount  over 
$20.00,  arrest  can  be  had  in  the  Supreme  or  County  Court  be- 
fore judgment,  on  affidavit  stating  that  amount  is  due  and 
that  the  arrest  is  not  being  made  to  vex  or  harass  the  deb- 
tor. It  is  not  necessary  to  allege  that  the  debtor  intends  to 
depart  from  the  jurisdiction  of  court,  except  after  summons 
in  the  High  Court. 

Attachments. — No  laws. 

Bills  of  Sale  and  Chattel  Mortgages  must  Be  accom- 
panied by  an  immediate  delivery  and  actual  and  continued 
change  of  possession,  and  affidavits  of  execution  together  with 
affidavits  of  bona  fide  must  be  filed  within  thirty  days.  All 
mortgages  must  be  renewed  each  year  by  filing  sworn  state- 
ments. 

Commercial  Travellers. — No  license  is  required  except 
in  Woodstock,  and  the  fee  is  $3.00  a  trip  or  $15.00  a  year. 

Dower. — Widow  is  entitled  to  dower  in  land  of  which 
her  husband  was  possessed  during  marriage  or  died  seized. 

Executions  out  of  justice's  and  parish  courts  bind  per- 
sonal property  from  time  of  levy.  Personal  property  of  all 
kinds  may  be  seized  and  sold.  Executions  may  be  issued 
within  twenty  years  from  judgment. 

Exemptions. — Wearing  apparel,  kitchen  utensils,  tools  of 
trade  to  the  value  of  $100.00  shall  be  exempt. 

Garnishments. — Debts  due  a  judgment  debtor  may  be 
garnished  on  judgments  in  County  and  Supreme  Courts. 

Insolvent  Laws. — Assignments  for  the  general  benefit 
of  creditors  must  be  made  to  sheriff  of  county,  or  with  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  creditors,  to  any  other  person. 

Interest. — Six  per  cent,  is  the  legal  rate  in  absence  of  any 
contract.    Banks  are  not  allowed  more  that  7%. 

Limitations  of  Actions. — Actions  on  contracts  not  un- 
der seal  must  be  brought  within  six  years.  Actions  on  judg- 
ments, bonds  or  other  specialty  shall  be  brought  within  twenty 
years. 
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Married  Women  may  hold  real  or  person;-,  1  property  as 
if  she  were  "feme-sole,"  and  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  like 
manner. 

Notes  and  Bills. — The  Dominion  Bills  of  Exchange  Act 
of  1890  is  the  law. 

Replevin  lies  in  cases  of  unlawful  detaining  or  taking  of 
any  goods  or  chattels. 

Statute  of  Frauds.— Interest  in  land  can  be  created  by 
writing  only,  except  leases  not  exceeding  three  years.  No  ac- 
tion can  be  brought  to  charge  an  executor  or  defendant  to 
answer  for  the  debt,  default  or  miscarriage  of  another  unless 
something  in  writing.  No  contract  for  sale  of  goods  worth 
$40.00  or  upwards  good  unless  in  writing,  except)  there  be 
partial  delivery  or  part  payment.

LAWS  OF  NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Arrests. — No  capias  or  writ  of  arrest  can  issue  without 
an  order  from  the  judge,  and  in  no  case  for  debt  or  damage  x 
less  than  $50.00.    Creditor  must  pay  a  certain  amount  per 
day  to  sheriff  for  maintenance  of  debtor. 

Attachments. — Writ  of  attachment  may  issue  out  of  the 
Supreme  Court  upon  affidavit  by  the  plaintiff  or  someone  on 
his  behalf,  showing  that  defendant  is  indebted  in  the  sum  of 
$20.00  or  upwards,  and  in  case  of  unliquidated  damages  upon 
affidavit  where  sufficient  cause  is  shown.  . 

Commercial  Travellers. — There  is  no  tax  on  a  commer- 
cial traveller,  and  no  restriction  upon  their  doing  business. 

Divorce. — There  is  no  provision  for  granting  a  divorce. 
The  magistrates  have  a  limited  jurisdiction  to  compel  hus- 
bands to  support  and  provide  for  their  Avives  and  families. 

Dower. — There  is  no  provision  in  respect  to  this. 

Executions  may  issue  upon  any  judgment  under  which 
warrants  may  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  any  party  having  the 
custody  or  control  of  any  monies,  goods,  debts  or  effects  of 
the  defendant  or  plaintiff  as  the  case  may  be.  Remains  in 
force  for  one  year,  but  may  be  reneAved  before  the  expiration 
of  the  year. 

Exemptions  from  attachment,  execution,  distress  for 
rent  and  from  'operation  of  insolvency  laAvs  are,  working  tools 
and  implements  of  trade,  fishing  skiff  or  punt,  necessary  cook- 
ing apparatus,  bedding  and  wearing  apparel  of  the  debtor 
and  his  family. 
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Garnishment. — Inferior  Courts  have  no  power  to  gar- 
nishee debts  before  judgment.  .  After  judgment  in  the  Dis- 
trict and  Sessions  Court  debts  may  be  attached  to  answer 
the  judgments. 

Insolvency  Laws. — Proceedings  by  petition  may  be  taken 
to  declare  party  insolvent.  Assignments  by  the  insolvent  with 
a  view  to  give  an  undue  preference  to  any  creditor  are  in  cer- 
tain circumstances  null  and  void.  Large  powers  of  inquiry  as 
to  property  of  insolvent,  and  punishment  for  fraudulent  con- 
cealment of  property,  and  of  other  improper  acts,  are  given 
by  statute  to  the  court  or  judge.  There  are  several  ranks  of 
privileged  creditors  created  by  statute.  Provision  is  made  for 
giving  effect  to  arrangements  and  compositions  entered  into 
between  the  insolvent  and  a  certain  proportion  of  his  creditors. 
The  insolvent  may  obtain  a  certificate  of  discharge  either  by 
consent  of  a  majority  in  number  and  value  of  his  creditors, 
or  if  such  consent  is  unreasonably  refused,  by  hearing  before 
the  Supreme  Court. 

Interest. — Legal  rate  of  interest  is  6%.  but  any  amount 
may  be  charged  by  agreement  made  between  parties. 

Limitation  of  Actions  are  as  follows: — Upon  recovery 
of  real  estate,  bond,  covenant  or  other  specialty,  twenty  years; 
assault  and  trespass  to  the  person,  four  years;  for  penalties  or 
damages  under  statute  and  for  slander,  two  years;  all  other 
actions,  six  years. 

Married  Women  can  acquire,  hold  or  dispose  of  all  kinds 
of  property,  and  are  capable  of  entering  into  contracts,  and 
may  sue  and  be  sued  as  if  unmarried. 

Notes  and  Bills  of  Exchange.— The  English  Bills  of 
Exchange  Act  has  been  enacted  here,  and  is  the  law.  It 
covers  the  whole  law  relating  to  bills  and  notes,  and  is  too  ex- 
tensive to  be  quoted  at  length.  Foreign  bills  must  be  pro- 
tested for  dishonor,  but  inland  bills  of  exchange  and  promis- 
sory notes  need  not  be  protested.  Three  days  of  grace  are 
allowed. 

Replevin. — When  anj^  goods  or  chattels  have  been  un- 
lawfully taken  or  distrained,  an  action  of  replevin  will  lie. 

Statute  of  Frauds.— The  Statute  of  Frauds  as  in  Eng- 
land is  in  existence. 

Taxes. — There  is  no  direct  taxation  upon  property  with 
the  exception  of  municipal  taxes,  upon  real  estate  in  St. 
John's,  Harbor  Grace  and  Carbonear.  The  revenue  of  the 
colony  is  raised  by  indirect  taxation  through  the  Custom 
House. 

Warehouse  Receipts  may  be  acquired  and  held  by  any 
bank  doing  business  in  Newfoundland  as  collateral  security 
for  a  debt.  If  the  debt,  for  which  receipt  is  taken,  is  not 
paid  at  maturity  the  bank  may  sell  the  goods  at  public  auc- 
tion, by  giving  ten  days  notice  and  advertising.

LAWS  OF  NORTH-WEST  TERRITORY. 

Arrests. — No  provision  for  arrest  under  civil  process. 

Attachments  may  issue  after  commencement  of  action 
where  claim  is  in  recovery  of  a  debt,  upon  affidavit  of  plain- 
tiff that  the  debtor  has  absconded,  leaving  personal  property 
liable  to  seizure,  or  has  attempted  to  remove  with  intent  to 
defraud  the  creditor,  or  keeps  concealed  to  avoid  service  of 
process,  and  in  the  belief,  that  without  the  attachment,  plain- 
tiff would  lose  his  debt,  and  upon  affidavit  of  one  credible  per- 
son that  he  is  well  acquainted  with  defendant  and  has  good 
reasons  to  believe  (giving  his  reasons),  that  defendant  has  ab- 
sconded or  attempted  to  remove  his  personal  property  or  to 
sell  or  dispose  of  same,  or  keeps  concealed  to  avoid  service. 

Dower. — There  is  none. 

Commercial  Travellers  require  no  licenses. 
h.m.a.— 3 
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Executions  may  be  issued  immediately  after  judgment, 
but  cease  to  bind  unless  renewed  within  two  years  from  date 
of  issue. 

Exemptions.— Clothing,  furniture  and  household  goods 
to  the  amount  of  $500.00,  food  for  six  months,  two  cows,  two 
horses,  six  sheep,  two  pigs  and  food  for  same  for  months  of 
November,  December,  January,  Februarj%  March  and  April, 
harness  for  three  animals,  wagon,  one  mower,  two  plows,  har- 
row, horse  rake,  sewing  machine,  reaper  or  binder,  tools  and 
necessary  implements  to  the  amount  of  $200.00  used  by  de- 
fendant in  his  trade,  seed  grain  to  seed  all  his  ground  under 
cultivation,  not  to  exceed  eighty  acres,  at  two  bushels  per 
acre,  a  homestead  of  eighty  acres,  not  to  exceed  in  value 
$2,000.00,  house  and  buildings  occupied  by  defendant,  the 
lot  or  lots  upon  which  they  are  situated,  to  the  extent  of 
$500. 

Garnishment. — Money  may  be  garnished  except  a  debt 
due  or  accruing  due  to  a  mechanic,  etc.,  for  or  in  respect  of  his 
wages  or  salary,  unless  the  debt  exceeds  $25.00,  and  then  only 
to  the  extent  of  the  excess. 

Insolvency. — There  are  no  bankrupt  or  insolvent  laws. 
Voluntary  assignments  are  sometimes  made  to  a  trustee  for 
the  benefit  of  creditors. 

Interest. — 6%  is  the  legal  rate,  but  any  rate  may  be  agreed 
upon. 

Limitation  of  Actions.— On  all  contracts  not  under  seal, 
six  years,  judgments  and  contracts  under  seal,  twenty  years. 

Married  Women  may  deal  with  real  and  personal  pro- 
perty as  if  "  feme-sole,"  has  no  dower  in  her  husband's  estate. 
Her  husband  is  not  entitled  to  any  estate  "  by  the  courtesy  " 
in  her  real  property. 

Notes  and  Bills  must  be  protested  to  hold  endorser,  three 
days  grace  allowed. 

Replevin. — A  plaintiff  claiming  that  property  has  been 
unlawfully  taken  or  detained  may  obtain  a  writ  of  replevin 
upon  affidavit.

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COMMERCIAL  LAWS. 

The  following  is  a  compendium  of  the  Commercial  Laws 
of  this  Province.  If  any  further  and  more  complete  inform- 
ation is  desired,  the  Agency  will  be  pleased  to  furnish  same 
free  to  its  Subscribers,  on  application  to  the  Head  Office,  as 
the  Agency  has  secured  the  services  of  Solicitors  for  that 
purpose. 

LAWS  OF  NOVA  SCOTIA. 

Arrests.— Plaintiff  must  swear  to  the  indebtedness, 
nature  of  the  claim,  and  that  he  has  probable  cause  for  be- 
lieving that  defendant  is  going  away,  and  that  he  fears  that 
unless  defendant  is  arrested,  the  debt  will  be  lost.  Amount  in 
County  Court  action,  must  not  be  less  than  $20.00,  and  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  $80.00. 

Assignments.— Preferential  as  well  as  general  assign- 
ments for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  when  made  "  bona  fide  " 
and  not  tainted,  with  fraud  are  good  and  valid. 

Attachments. — An  affidavit  of  cause  of  action  must  be 
made  stating  that  defendant  is  absent  or  absconding  from  the 
province. 

Bills  of  Sale  and  Chattel  Mortgage  must  be  filed  (or 
sworn  copies  thereof),  with  a  Registrar  of  Deeds  where  made, 
accompanied  by  an  affidavit  showing  transactions  to  be  "  bona 
fide,"  to  take  effect  from  filing  only. 

Commercial  Travellers. — Certain  cities  and  towns  im- 
pose a  tax  under  their  respective  By-laws  which  are  not 
generally  enforced. 

i  Dower. — Widow  is  entitled  to  one-third  interest  in  the  real 
estate  of  her  husband. 

Execution  may  issue  immediately  after  judgment,  remains 
in  force  for  one  year,  and  must  be  renewed  each  year. 

Exemptions. — Wearing  apparel  and  household  furniture 
to  the  value  of  $30.00,  one  cow,  two  sheep,  one  hog,  food  for 
tjhirty  days,  and  fuel  and  food  for  family  for  thirty  days,  not 
exceeding  $40.00,  ten  volumes  of  religious  books. 

;  Garnishment. — Any  person  having  a  judgment  may,  upon 
niaking  affidavit,  obtain  an  order  for  attachment  of  any  debt 
due  the  judgment  debtor. 

1     Insolvent  Laws. — There  are  none. 

Interest.— Legal  rate  is  6%,  but  a  contract  may  be  made 
in  writing  for  any  rate  not  exceeding  7%  when  the  security 
is  real  estate,  or  10%  where  security  is  personal  property  or 
responsibility. 

Limitation  of  Actions. — On  all  contracts  not  under  seal, 
six  years,  judgments  and  contracts  under  seal,  twenty  years. 
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Promissory  Notes  and  Bills  of  Exchange. — Three 
days  of  grace  allowed.  In  case  non-payment,  must  be  protest- 
ed to  hold  endorser. 

Married  Women  under  the  Act  may  carry  on  separate 
business  and  hold  separate  estate. 

Replevin. — Personal  property  may  be  replevied  under 
order  upon  an  affidavit  showing  that  person  claiming  the  pro- 
perty is  the  owner  or  entitled  to  possession,  and  is  unjustly 
detained  from  him,  giving  value  of  property. 

Statnte  of  Frauds- Interest  in  lands  can  be  created  by 
writing  only,  except  leases  not  exceeding  three  years.  No' 
action  can  be  brought  to  charge  an  executor  or  defendant  to 
answer  for  the  debt,  default  and  miscarriage  of  another  un- 
less something  in  writing.

COMMERCIAL  LAWS.

LAWS  OF  ONTARIO. 

Arrest  may  be  had  in  civil  proceedings  if  party  about  to 
leave  the  Province  with  intent  to  defraud,  and  the  debt  or 
damages  must  amount  to  $100.00  or  upwards. 

Assignments.— A  debtor  can  make  an  assignment  to  the 
Sheriff  of  the  County,  or  to  any  other  individual,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  majority  of  his  creditors.  Assignment  cuts  out  all 
attachments,  judgments  and  executions. 

Attachments. — An  absconding  debtor's  goods  (not  exempt 
from  seizure  by  law),  may  be  seized,  upon  affidavit  that  there 
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is  good  reason  to  believe,  and  plaintiff  does  verily  believe,  that 
he  is  about  to  depart  from  Ontario  with  intent  to  defraud  his 
creditors,  or  to  avoid  being-  arrested  or  served  with  process, 
that  he  has  real  or  personal  property1  liable  to  seizure,  and 
this  must  be  supported  by  affidavit  of  two  other  credible 
witnesses. 

Bills  of  Sale. — Transfers  of  chattels  not  accompanied  by 
an  immediate  delivery  and  change  of  possession  must  be 
registered  within  five  days  from  execution,  with  proper 
affidavits.  If  not  registered  it  is  invalid  as  against  third 
parties. 

Chattel  Mortgages  must  be  under  seal  and  registered 
within  five  days  after  execution,  together  with  proper  affi- 
davits, unless  there  be  an  immediate  deliveiw  of  the  goods 
and  a  complete  change  of  possession.  The  mortgage  must  be 
renewed  each  year  by  filing  a  declaration  showing-  amount 
then  due,  and  must  be  filed  within  thirty  days  preceding  the 
termination  of  the  year. 

Commercial  Travellers  require  no  licenses. 

Divorce. — There  is  no  Divorce  Court  in  the  province.  Ap- 
plication for  same  must  be  made  to  the  Senate,  and  is 
granted  on  the  ground  of  adultery  alone. 

Dower. — Widow  is  entitled  to  dower  in  all  lands.  She  is 
also  entitled  in  certain  cases  to  elect  to  take  in  lieu  of  dower, 
a  share  in  the  husband's  estate. 

Executions  may  be  obtained  immediately  on  judgment, 
binding  the  goods  and  lands  only  from  time  of  delivery  to 
the  sheriff.  The  goods  of  the  debtor  have  to  be  exhausted 
before  the  lands  can  be  sold.  Lands  cannot  be  sold  until  after 
one  year  from  the  delivery  of  the  writ  to  the  sheriff.  The 
property  of  a  debtor  which  cannot  be  reached  under  common 
law  writ  may  be  reached  by  the  appointment  of  a  receiver 
by  way  of  equitable  execution.  Under  the  Creditors  Relief 
Act  the  sheriff  distributes  the  proceeds  ratably,  provided 
claims  are  established  pursuant  to  the  provision  of  the  Act 
within  one  month  after  date  of  the  levy  hy  the  sheriff. 

Exemptions.— Household  goods  and  chattels  are  exempt 
from  seizure,  wearing  apparel  and  certain  articles  of  furniture 
as  set  out  in  II.  S.  O.,  not  exceeding  in  value  $150,  necessary 
fuel  and  food  for  family  for  thirty  daj7s,  not  exceeding  in 
value  $40.00,  one  cow,  six  sheep,  four  hogs  and  twelve  hens, 
not  exceeding  value  of  $75.00,  and  food  for  thirty  days,  tools 
and  implements  for  debtor  in  his  ordinary  use. 

Garnishment. — In  Division  Court,  claims  may  be  gar- 
nished before  judgment,  in  the  Higher  Courts,  upon  affidavit, 
after  judgment,  showing  garnishee  is  indebted  to  the  judg- 
ment debtor.    All  amounts  may  be  attached  except  in  cases 
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of  the  wages  of  mechanics  and  workmen  who  arc  entitled  to 
exemption  of  $25.00,  and  only  any  amount  over  $2.1.00  is 
attachable. 

Interest. — Legal  rate  is  0%  in  absence  of  any  Special 
contract. 

Limitation  of  Actions. — On  all  contracts  not  under 
seal,  six  years,  judgments  and  contracts  under  seal,  twenty 
years. 

Married  Women.— The  law  is  in  such  an  unsettled  state 
in  reference  to  this  matter  that  it  is  difficult  to  put  it  in  this 
issue,  but  it  can  be  stated  that  she  may  iioav  enter  into  any 
contract,  carry  on  any  business  in  her  own  name,  independent 
of  her  husband.  The  husband  is  liable  for  debts  contracted 
by  his  wife  for  necessaries. 

Notes  and  Bills.— All  notes  and  bills  have  three  days  of 
grace  except  those  payable  on  demand.  Notice  of  dishonor 
is  necessary  to  hold  endorser. 

Replevin. — Whenever  any  goods  have  been  wrongfully 
distrained,  taken  or  detained,  they  can  be  replevied  upon  get- 
ting an  order  from  the  Judge  on  affidavit. 

Statnte  of  Frauds. — Interest  in  lands  can  be  created 
only  by  writing,  except  leases  not  exceeding  three  years.  No 
action  can  be  brought  to  charge  an  executor  or  defendant  to 
answer  for  the  debt,  default  or  miscarriage  of  another  unless 
something  in  writing.  No  contract  for  sale  of  goods  worth 
$40.00  or  upwards  good  unless  in  writing,  except  there  be 
partial  delivery  or  part  payment. 

Wills  must  be  made  in  writing,  witnessed  by  two  sub- 
scribing witnesses,  who  must  all  sign  in  the  presence  of  each 
other.

COMMERCIAL  LAWS, 

The  following  is  a  compendium  of  the  Commercial  Laws  of 
this  Province.  If  any  further  and  more  complete  information 
is  desired,  the  Agency  will  be  pleased  to  furnish,  same  free 
to  its  Subscribers  on  application  to  the  Head  Office,  as  the 
Agency  has  secured  the  services  of  Solicitors  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

LAWS  OF  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND. 

Arrest. — Imprisonment  for  debt  is  abolished,  except  for 
the  following:— penalties,  taxes,  damages  for  trespass,  crim. 
con.  or  seduction,  libel  or  slander,  and  breach  of  promise  of 
marriage,  and  may  be  obtained  upon  affidavit  that  he  has 
made  away  with  his  property,  or  is  about  to  quit  the  province 
with  intent  to  defeat  his  creditors. 
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Assignments.— Conditional  assignments  not  passing  the 
possession  must  be  registered  as  chattel  mortgages,  general 
assignments  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  are  allowed,  but 
may  be  set  aside  if  fraudulent,    Preferences  are  valid.  -,  » 

Attachments.— An  order  for  attachment  for  debt  due 
defendant  may  be  obtained  either  before  or  after  judgment,  j 
on  affidavit  of  the  facts. 

Bankruptcy. — There  is  no  law.  Parties  failing  to  meet 
their  liabilities  either  compromise  by  private  arrangement  or 
make  a  general  assignment,  conditional  that  creditors  who  do 
not  sign  the  release  shall  be  excluded  from  its  benefits. 

Chattel  Mortgages  must  be  filed  with  the  Prothonotary 
of  the  county,  Bills  of  sale  are  void  as  against  third  parties, 
unless  immediate  possession.  Mortgages  are  void  as  against 
creditors  and  subsequent  purchasers  for  value,  unless  properly 
registered. 

Commercial  Travellers  must  pay  an  annual  license  fee 
of  $15.00,  and  are  liable  to  arrest  as  well  as  to  a  penalty  of 
$200.00,  doing  business  without  a  license,  and  in  the  case  of 
an  action  to  recover  price  of  goods  sold  by  a  traveller  without 
a  license,  if  the  defendant  raises  this  defence  he  may  escape 
payment. 

Divorce  is  almost   unknown.    The  Divorce   Court  was 
provided  for  some  years  ago,  but  no  case  has  ever  arisen. 

Dower. — Widow  is  entitled  to  a  life  estate  in  one-third  of 
her  husband's  freehold  lands,  unless  dower  is  barred.  A  mar- 
ried woman  must  join  in  all  conveyances  with  her  husband, 
and  release  her  dower  in  order  to  give  a  clear  title.  She  must 
acknowledge  the  deed  apart  from  her  husband  before  a  justice 
of  peace  or  notary  public,  who  will  certify  to  that  effect. 

Executions  may  be  issued  ten  days  after  verdict,  good 
for  one  year,  may  be  renewed  from  time  to  time,  binds  goods 
from  delivery  to  the  sheriff,  Real  estate  is  bound  by  entering 
judgment  in  Supreme  Court,  and  can  be  sold  under  special 
execution,  six  months  notice  of  sale  being  advertised  by 
sheriff.    County  Court  judgments  do  not  affect  land. 

Garnishments. — An  order  may  be  obtained  either  before 
or  after  judgment,  on  affidavit  disclosing  amount  of  debt, 
and  that  there  is  money  due  and  owing.  Wages  may  be  gar- 
nished, but  one-half  the  personal  wages  of  laborers,  past  due 
notes  and  contingent  debts,  and  monies  due  from  the  Crown 
or  Government  are  •  exempt.  Justices  of  the  peace  have  no 
jurisdiction  for  debts  except  in  special  cases  referred  to  them, 
they  try  cases  of  petty  misdemeanour,  breach  of  the  peace, 
and  a  preliminary  hearing  in  criminal  cases  is  sometimes 
taken  before  them. 
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Limitation  of  Actions. — On  all  contracts  not  under 
seal,  six  years,  judgments  and  contracts  under  seal,  twenty 
years. 

Married  Women. — Are  able  to  acquire,  hold  and  dis- 
pose of  real  or  personal  property  in  their  own  right,  and  to 
enter  into  contracts,  and  to  sue  and  be  sued  with  respect  to 
their  separate  property  as  if  "  feme-sole." 

Notes  and  Bills. — Three  days  of  grace  are  allowed. 

Replevin. — Action  of  replevin  may  be  maintained  for 
goods  wrongfully  distrained,  or  otherwise  taken  or  detained 
upon  affidavit  of  the  facts,  and  stating  value. 

Statute  of  Fraud.— Interest  in  lands  can  be  created  by 
writing  only,  except  leases  not  exceeding  three  years.  No 
action  can  be  brought  to  charge  an  executor  or  defendant  to 
answer  for  the  debt,  default  or  miscarriage  of  another,  un- 
less something  in  writing.  No  contract  for  sale  of  goods 
worth  $40.00  or  upwards  good  unless  in  writing,  except  there 
be  partial  delivery  or  part  payment.

COMMERCIAL  LAWS.

If  any  further  and  more  complete  information 
is  desired,  the  Agency  will  be  pleased  to  furnish,  same  free 
to  its  Subscribers  on  application  to  the  Head  Office,  as  the 
Agency  has  secured  the  services  of  Solicitors  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

LAWS  OF  QUEBEC. 

Arrests  in  Civil  Actions. — A  debtor  can  for  the  amount 
of  $40.00  or  over,  be  arrested  on  a  writ  of  capias  that  he  is 
secreting  his  property,  or  is  absconding  with  intent  to  de- 
s.m.a.— 6 
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fraud  his   creditors.    Debtors  who  are  notoriously  insolvent 
and  who  refuse  to  assign  may  also  be  arrested. 

Assignments.— Any  unsecured  creditor  for  the  sum  of 
$200.00  or  over,  may  make  demand  of  assignment,  an  assign- 
ment of  all  his  property  is  thereupon  made  for  general  bene- 
fit of  creditors  at  the  office  of  the  Prothonotary  of  the  Su- 
perior Court.  The  creditor  so  demanding  is  appointed  judicial 
guardian,  of  which  notice  is  given  in  the  papers,  as  well  as 
by  sending  a  registered  notice,  and  a  meeting  of  creditors  is 
called  and  the  estate  is  ordered  to  be  wound  up  under  the 
advice  of  inspectors. 

Attachments. — An  .attachment  before  judgment  may  be 
issued  upon  affidavit,  somewhat  similar  to  the  one  required 
for  capias,  except  that  it  may  be  for  the  sum  of  $5.00  and 
upwards.  Attachments  in  revendication  may  be  issued  to  se- 
cure property  claimed  by  the  plaintiff,  and  illegally  detained 
by  the  defendant,  and  the  defendant  must  either  give  up  pos- 
session or  give  security.  Conservatory  seizures  may  be  made 
of  goods  in  transit,  which  have  not  reached  defendant's  pos- 
session, or  even  after,  if  they  be  intact  and  have  not  been 
sold  on  credit,  and  are,  within  thirty  days  of  the  time  of  his 
insolvency. 

Bills  of  Lading  are  titles  to  the  property,  and  entitle 
the  holder  tx>  the  possession.  They  may  be  pledged  as  col- 
lateral security. 

Bills  of  Sale  will  not  avail  against  third  parties,  or 
against  seizing  creditors,  provided  the  goods  be  not  actually 
transferred  or  there  is  no  warehouse  receipt. 

Bills  and  Notes  are  governed  by  the  Dominion  Act,  and 
three  days  of  grace  are  allowed.  Must  be  protested  to  hold 
endorser. 

Chattel  Mortgages. — Do  not  exist. 

Commercial  Travellers. — No  taxes  or  licenses  required. 

Divorce. — There  is  no  law,  but  same  may  be  granted  by 
the  "Senate  of  Canada.  Separation  as  to  bed  and  board  may 
be  had  on  the  usual  grounds. 

Dower. — Wife  is  entitled  to  enjoyment  for  herself  and  the 
guardianship  of  her  children,  of  one-half  of  the  immovable 
property  possessed  by  her  husband  at  the  time  of  her  mar- 
riage. Immovable  property  acquired  subsequent  to  the  mar- 
riage is  the  property  of  the  community,  and  may  be  trans- 
ferred by  the  husband.  The  movable  property  of  both  as 
well  as  the  immovable  acquired  by  them  subsequent  to  their 
marriage  form  one  mass,  of'  which  the  wife  is  absolute  owner 
of  one-half.  Immovable  possessed  by  the  wife  are  separate 
and  not  subject  to  dower  in  favor  of  the  husband.  She  ran- 
not  alieniate  her  own  property  without  the  husband's  author- 
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ity,  but  there  is  generally  a  marriage  settlement  made  before 
marriage. 

Exemption. — Bed,  bedding  and  household  goods  in  use  by 
the  family  to  the  extent  of  $50.00,  sewing  machine,  fuel  and 
food  for  three  months,  span  of  horses,  one  cow,  two  pigs,  four 
sheep,  plow,  harrow,  cart,  etc.,  books  relating  to  the  profes- 
sion, art  and  trade  of,  the  debtor  to  the  value  of  $200.00,  tools- 
and  implements  in  ordinary  .use  to  the  value  of  $200.00. 

Execution  can  issue  five  days  after  final  judgment. 
Movable  propertj^  must  be  first  disposed  of.  No  execution 
less  than  $40.00  can  bind  the  lands. 

Garnishments. — Following  are  exempt  from  garnish- 
ment: Pay  and  pensions  of  persons  belonging  to  the  army; 
salaries  of  public  officers,  save  as  respects  public  officers  and 
employees  of  this  Province.  The  portions  of  these  salaries 
liable  to  seizure  shall  be  (a)  one-fifth  of  every  monthly  salary 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  (6)  one-fourth 
of  every  monthly  salary  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  but 
not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  (c)  one-third 
of  every  salary  exceeding  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 
City  or  town  clerks  are  exempt  for  the  same  proportion.  All 
salaries  and  wages  of  clerks,  employees  and  workmen  are 
exempt  to  the  amount  of  four-fifths,  when  they  do*  not  ex- 
ceed three  dollars  per  day,  three-fourths  when  they  exceed 
three  dollars  per  day  but  do  not  exceed  six  dollars,  and  two- 
thirds  when  they  exceed  six  dollars  per  day. 

Interest. — Rate  of  interest  is  6%,  unless  otherwise  agreed 
upon. 

Licenses  are  paid  to  the  province  and  to  the  city  for  most 
kinds  of  business  for  which  a  license  is  necessary.  These  are 
fixed  by  special  laws  and  vary  according  to  the  class  of  busi- 
ness carried  on. 

Statute  of  Fraud. — Interest  in  lands  can  be  created  by 
writing  only,  except  leases  not  exceeding  three  years.  No 
action  can  be  brought  to  charge  an  executor  or  defendant  to 
answer  for  the  debt,  default  or  miscarriage  of  another,  un- 
less something  in  writing.  No  contract  for  sale  of  goods  worth 
$40.00  or  upwards  good  unless  in  writing,  except  there  be 
partial  delivery  or  part  payment. 

Tax  laws. — A  business  tax  of  seven  and  a-half  per  cent, 
on  the  assessed  rental  is  payable  to  the  governor  of  the  pro- 
vince. Joint  stock  companies  pay  a  tax  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  their  capital  and  number  of  branches  doing  busi- 
ness.
